00  for  the  East- 
ern Slope  Regional  Airport,  Fryeburg,  Maine  for  the  current 
year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  $100.  00  for  Civil  De- 
fense. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  $134.80  asked  for  by 
the  White  Mountain  Regional  Association. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  sum  of  $300.  00  to 
theSaco  ValleyFire  Department  as  our  share  of  expenses. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $75.00  for 
the  Home  Health  Agency. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $42.35  for 
the  Mental  Health  Services  for  Carroll  County. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Chatham  will  vote  to  be- 
com.ea  member  of  the  North  Country  Council,  organized 
in  July,  1973.  The  Council  has  been  designated  by  the 
State  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning  to  be  the  official 
Planning  Commission  for  New  Hampshire  Planning  Region 
One.   The  objectives  of  the  Council  are  to  prepare  a  com- 


prehensive  plan  for  the  region,  work  for  consensus  on  major 
problems  of  regional  concern,  encourage  and  assist  in  co- 
operative projects  to  solve  problems  involving  more  than 
one  town,  and  help  member  communities  in  dieir  plann- 
ing programs.  The  Council's  authority  is  conferred  by  RSA 
Chapter  36:45-53.  It  is  advisory  to  local  governments  in 
the  region.  Member  representatives  of  the  council  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  provided  by  State 
Law.   Two  representatives  will  be  appointed  from  this  Town. 

11.  Toseeif  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $110.  00  as  the  Town's  share  for  operation  of  the  North 
Country  Council  for  one  year,    beginning  July  1,   1974. 
Thesefunds  will  be  used  for  financing  staff,  office  and  gen- 
eral operating  expenses,  regional  planning  studies,  tech- 
nical assistance  to  member  communities,    coordination 
with    local  State  and  Federal  agencies,    and  other  pro- 
grams of  the  Council.   These  funds  may  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for  plann- 
ing purposes.

00  each  meeting,  Chrmn.  of  Supervisors$17.50 
each  meeting,  Supervisors  $12.50  each  meeting.

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REPORT  of  the  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &    DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented 
in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  Kindle  an  out- 
side fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Ex- 
cept for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between 
9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  in- 
dustrial burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted 
in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for 
the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development 
Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  impor- 
tant part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics 
show  the  need  with  72^0  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking, 
debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  bear  is  an  im- 
portant prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from 
the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  haz- 
ards of  pla)1ng  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that 
a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hands  is  a  potential  forest  fire.
